WCELD  COCOA,  EEAN  PRODUCTION 
UP  IN  1958-59 


COCOA.  EEANS 
FCB  1-59 
March  18,  1959 


Cocoa  bean  production  during  1958-59  is  now  estimated  at  1,925  million 
pounds,  slightly  above  the  October  estimate  of  1,898  million  pounds, 
and  10  percent  above  1957-58  production  of  1,7U7  million  pounds.  In 
most  major  producing  areas  weather  conditions  improved  as  the  season 
progressed,  and  was  a  major  cause  of  increased  output. 

Prices  for  cocoa  were  higher  than  usual  during  1958,  and  consumption 
decreased.    U.  S.  grind ings  of  raw  cocoa  during  1958  were  11  percent 
less  than  during  1957 •    U.  S.  product  imports  were  equivalent  to 
about  116  million  pounds  of  beans  during  1958  compared  with  130 
minion  pounds  during  1957 >  and  121  million  pounds  during  1956. 

With  supplies  during  1958  somewhat  restricted  by  a  short  1957-58 
crop,  and  some  reluctance  by  manufacturers  to  pay  the  higher  prices 
for  the  cocoa  that  was  available,  stocks  in  consuming  countries 
were  drawn  upon  and  inventories  reduced. 


PRODUCTION 


North  America 


Cocoa  bean  production  in  North  America  during  1958-59  will  approximate 
180  million  pounds,  about  5  million  pounds  more  than  last  year,  and 
lli  percent  more  than  the  1950-5l/l95li-55  annual  average.   While  the 
North  American  production  is  still  small  compared  with  the  world's 
total,  there  is  an  upward  trend  that  is  expected  to  continue.  More 
emphasis  may  be  given  to  cocoa  as  a  means  of  diversifying  the 
economies  of  some  of  these  countries,  particularly  those  that  are 
primarily  on  a  "coffee  economy."

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In  Costa  Rica  cocoa  production  during  1958-59  is  expected  to  increase 
1  million  pounds  over  the  1957-58  level  of  19  million  pounds.  The 
main  crop,  harvesting  of  which  is  about  completed,  is  reportedly- 
equal  to  that  of  last  year.    However,  the  spring  crop  is  expected 
to  be  considerably  larger  than  in  1958.    In  addition  to  drier 
weather  reducing  the  pod  rot,  and  higher  prices  encouraging  better 
cultivation,  new  plantings  made  in  195U-55  will  start  to  yield 
this  year. 

Cuban  production  estimated  at  6  million  pounds  during  1958-59  should 
be  aided  by  more  stable  conditions  in  Qriente  province  where  most 
of  the  cocoa  is  grown. 

A  crop  of  about  75  million  pounds  in  the  Dominican  Republic  during 
1958-59  is  expected.   The  2  outstanding  pests  are  woodpeckers  and 
rats.    Production  in  future  years  will  probably  register  only  modest 
increases,  since  new  plantings  are  said  to  be  only  slightly  in 
excess  of  trees  going  out  of  production. 

In  Grenada  favorable  weather  is  reported  and  harvesting  of  the 
1958-59  crop  began  with  good  crop  prospects. 

The  crop  in  Jamaica  was  affected  by  heavy  rains  in  October,  which 
delayed  harvesting.   At  that  time  only  small  quantities  were  coining 
to  market,  but  an  increase  was  expected  during  January. 

Mexican  production  during  the  current  year  is  now  estimated  at  33 
million  pounds.    Weather  during  the  winter  was  satisfactory  and 
the  spring  crop  is  expected  to  be  good.    Fungus  growth  resulting 
from  high  humidity  and  rainfall  is  expected  to  retard  the  crop 
slightly. 

From  Trinidad  there  are  reports  of  widespread  but  not  severe 
attacks  of  Ceratos tome  11a,   The  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the 
Imperial  College  of  Tropical  Agriculture  are  studying  means  of 
combatting  the  disease. 

The  1958-59  crop  in  Dominica  is  expected  to  be  good  but  late, 
while  in  St.  Lucia  the  first  crop  is  expected  to  be  short. 

South  America 

Production  in  this  area  during  1958-59  is  estimated  at  517  minion 
pounds,  28  million  pounds  above  the  October  estimate  but  13  million 
pounds  below  1957-58  production. 

The  production  outlook  during  the  current  year  for  Brazil  is  en- 
couraging and  the  estimate  for  the  country  has  been  increased. 
Production  of  365  million  pounds  during  1958-59  would  be  h  percent 
below  the  previous  year,  but  about  equal  to  1956-57*   The  Brazilian

production  figure  includes  an  estimate  for  the  Temporaro  crop,  market- 
ing of  which  does  not  commence  until  May.    Prospects  for  the  coming 
Temporaro  are  reported  to  be  excellent,  but  it  is  expected  to  be 
about  a  month  late  due  to  lack  of  rains  during  November. 

Since  the  issuance  of  the  last  cocoa  report  (October,  1958)  there  have 
been  2  noteworthy  events  in  Brazil.    First,  the  Brazilian  minimum 
export  price  was  lowered  from  hh  to  3h  cents  per  pound.  Because 
New  Tork  prices  had  already  declined  to  about  this  level,  there  was 
no  great  increase  in  purchases  from  Brazil.    Second,  during  January 
of  this  year  the  full  export  bonus  on  cocoa  was  increased  substantially. 
This  should  offer  more  incentive  to  production  and  exports. 

During  1958-59  Colombian  production  is  expected  to  remain  at  about 
the  same  level  of  the  preceding  year,  31  million  pounds.  Plans 
to  increase  production  have  not  been  very  successful,  even  though 
there  is  much  interest  in  achieving  this.    The  cocoa  station  at 
Palmira  is  continuing  to  operate,  and  selections  planted  at 
several  field  locations  appear  to  be  giving  excellent  yields. 
However,  this  work  has  attracted  little  attention  and  few  of  the 
selections  are  being  distributed. 

Recent  information  from  Ecuador  has  raised  the  estimate  for  that 
country  to  70  million  pounds  for  the  1958-59  season.   This  is 
slightly  above  the  revised  estimate  for  the  preceding  year.  Prospects 
for  this  season f 3  crop  are  excellent. 

Cocoa  production  in  Peru  is  increasing,  and  output  is  estimated  at 
U.5  mini. on  pounds  for  1958-59.   With  the  increased  local  and  world 
wide  demand  and  remunerative  prices,  the  outlook  for  cocoa  appears 
promising.   As  a  means  of  stepping  up  production  the  Agricultural 
Bank  is  granting  better  credit  facilities,  and  also  making  loans 
to  regenerate  old  planting  areas  and  to  establish  new  processing 
plants.    More  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  technical  assistance. 

Production  of  cocoa  in  Venezuela  has  remained  fairly  constant  for 
several  years,  with  quality  of  cocoa  reportedly  deteriorating  in 
some  areas.   The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  has  initiated  a  program 
to  aid  producers  with  credit  and  technical  assistance  to  rehabil- 
itate old  plantations  and  replant  where  necessary  with  improved 
varieties.   Two  propagation  centers  have  been  established,  re- 
portedly capable  of  producing  initially  500,000  plants  a  year. 
Plans  are  to  establish  demonstrations  in  the  principal  producing 
areas,  where  extension  workers  will  stress  improved  cultural 
practices.    The  Ministry  expects  to  triple  production  in  3  or  It 
years. 
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Africa 


Total  African  production  during  1958-59  is  now  estimated  at  1,193 
million  pounds.    This  is  18  percent  above  the  reduced  1957-58  crop 
but  still  below  the  record  1956-57  outturn.    Weather  conditions 
improved  as  the  season  progressed  and  aided  the  present  crop. 
Greater  use  of  chemical  sprays  to  combat  pests  and  disease  is  also 
believed  to  have  increased  production. 

In  Ghana  production  is  now  estimated  at  530  million  pounds.  Purchases 
during  the  early  weeks  of  the  season  were  disappointing  and  indicated 
a  poor  crop.    However,  the  crop  was  late  and  peak  purchasing  began 
later  than  usual.    While  the  present  estimate  for  Ghana  is  about 
12  percent  above  the  preceding  year,  it  is  almost  60  million  pounds 
less  than  in  1956-57,  and  15  percent  below  the  prewar  average. 
Postwar  production  has  only  exceeded  the  prewar  (1935-39)  average 
in  one  year,  19U8-U9,  when  623  million  pounds  were  produced. 

The  Ghana  Department  of  Agriculture  during  1956  released  the 
following  information  concerning  age  distribution  of  cocoa  trees 
as  of  the  end  of  September,  1955: 


Unless  there  has  been  a  substantial  increase  in  the  rate  of  replanting 
in  the  past  several  years,  production  will  probably  remain  near 
current  levels  for  some  time.    Any  increases  in  production  would 
probably  be  the  result  of  more  successful  disease  control  methods  and 
replanting  with  higher-yielding  varieties. 

A  record  crop  of  310  million  pounds  is  expected  in  Nigeria  during 
1958-59 #    This  is  about  20  percent  above  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service 
October  estimate  of  258  million  pounds,  and  7  million  pounds  greater  than 
the  record  303  million  pounds  produced  during  1956-57*  Favorable 
weather  and  increased  use  of  chemical  sprays  were  the  primary  reasons 
for  the  increase.   While  recent  information  regarding  tree  numbers  and 
age  distribution  is  not  available,  an  FAO  survey  in  1953  shows  the 
following:

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It  appears  that  not  enough  new  plantings  have  been  made  to  compensate 
for  trees  that  are  passing  their  peak  production.    This  tends  to  be 
substantiated  by  the  following  table  showing  new  plantings  of  cocoa  in

The  Ivory  Coast's  1958-59  crop  has  been  reduced  by  drought.  Greater 
damage  was  done  to  cocoa  than  was  estimated  in  October.    Total  production 
during  the  current  year  is  now  estimated  at  115  million  pounds.  The 
drought  has  damaged  cocoa  trees  of  all  age  groups,  seedlings  and  young 
trees  being  the  hardest  hit.   This  adverse  effect  may  extend  into 
1959-60.    The  producer  price  for  1958-59  was  set  at  about  19.7  cents 
per  pound.    This  is  somewhat  above  the  17.0  cents  set  by  the  Ghanaian 
Marketing  Board,  but  taking  into  account  exchange  rates  and  lower 
priced  consumer  goods  in  Ghana,  the  2  prices  are  about  equal.  Although 
the  official  producer  price  is  19.7  cents  per  pound,  superior  grade 
cocoa  is  selling  for  one  or  2  cents  higher.    Buying  agents  who  made 
heavy  purchases  of  "couranteM  quality  cocoa  early  in  the  season  are 
now  having  to  purchase  superior  grade  so  as  to  meet  the  75-percent 
quality  requirement  for  export. 

Cameroun  production  during  1958-59  is  now  estimated  at  135  million 
pounds.    This  is  15  million  pounds  less  than  the  October  estimate, 
and  13  million  pounds  less  than  1957-58  production.    Unusually  dry 
weather  during  June,  July,  and  August  of  1958  reduced  the  crop 
somewhat,  but  was  favorable  for  harvesting  and  marketing  operations. 

Fernando  Po  and  Rio  Muni  are  expected  to  produce  about  U6  million 
pounds  of  cocoa  during  1958-59.    Fernando  Po  was  the  first  center 
of  cocoa  production  in  Africa.    The  cocoa  in  Fernando  Po  is  produced 
on  large  plantations,  most  of  them  owned  by  Spanish  and  Portuguese 
planters.    Cocoa  is  the  island's  most  important  crop.    In  Rio  Muni 
coffee  is  the  most  important  crop.

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In  Liberia,  the  future  of  cocoa  is  not  promising.    Exports  have  never 
exceeded  l.U  million  pounds  for  any  one  calendar  year  from  1953  to 
1957 •    The  growth  of  cacao  has  been  so  discouraging,  except  for 
small  areas  near  villages,  that  the  shade  trees  are  being  cut  down 
and  rubber  planted  in  the  former  cocoa  blocks. 

During  1958  Tanganyika  is  expected  to  produce  about  22,000  pounds  of 
cocoa,  and  hopes  to  up  this  to  about  100,000  pounds  in  the  next  few 
years. 

Asia 


Total  production  in  Asia  is  now  estimated  at  3l*.6  million  pounds, 
slightly  less  than  the  October  estimate,  and  about  2  million  pounds 
greater  than  in  1957-58* 

In  Indonesia  production  is  expected  to  decline.    There  seems  to  be 
little  interest  in  improving  quantity  or  quality.    The  1958-59 
production  is  now  estimated  at  2.6  million  pounds. 

In  the  other  countries  of  this  area,  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service 
estimates  of  production  have  not  changed  since  October. 


U.  S.  SITUATION 

U.  S.  consumption  during  1958  dropped  from  the  previous  year,  as 
indicated  by  grindings  of  cocoa.    This  decline  reflects  smaller 
supplies  and  resulting  higher  prices  during  the  year.

However,  an  increase  will  probably  not  be  reflected  until  the 
second  quarter  of  1959,  since  there  is  a  lag  between  price  decline 
and  stepped-up  usage. 

U.  S.  imports  of  cocoa  beans  during  1958  were  UU2.7  million  pounds, 
13  percent  less  than  the  510.6  million  pounds  imported  during  1957. 
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U.  S.  imports  of  cocoa  butter  during  1957  of  13  million  pounds  were 
double  those  of  1956.    During  1958  cocoa  butter  imports  amounted  to 
8,9  million  pounds.    Imports  of  other  products  during  1958  were  down 
slightly  from  the  1957  level.    Imports  of  cocoa  butter  and  other 
products  are  shown  in  the  accompaning  tables.
